Selectmen Pick Town. 
Insurance Bid 

In their meeting Monday even- 
ing, Nov, 21, in the Town Office 
Meeting Room, the Board of Sel- 
echmen accepted the low bid of 
$6,826 annually from W. J. Wheel- 
er and Co., South Paris, for the 
Town’s miaterial (buildings, vehi- 
cles, etc.) insurance package, Pol- 
icy coverage will extend from Jan, 
1 for three years. Public official 
liability, separate from the piack- 
age, will remain with the Maine 
Municipal Association at $502 a 
year. 

‘Except for public official Liabili- 
ty ‘coverage, separate municipal 
policies were combined in 1980 and 
submitted to the bid process to 
take advantage of lower package 
and fleet insurance rates. That 
approach saved the Town about 
$3,000 a year in reduced premium 
costs: between January 1980 and 
December 1983. The recent bid- 
ding, characterized as highly com- 
petitive, is expected to save tax- 
payers an additional $684 a year in 
premium costs, 

Moving to. the subject of pre- 
paring for the municipal finanicial 
transition period, the Board set 
the Town meeting daltes for March 
19 for election of public officials 
and March 20 for ‘conducting the 
business meefing for six-month 
period, January through June 1984, 
The deadline for submitting war- 
rant articles was set for Dec. 15, 
1983. Continuing on budget prepa- 
aration matters, the Selectmen 
reviewed the October financial 
statement, discussed the initial out- 
line of a capital replacement/im- 
provement program for the Town, 
reviewed several preliminary de- 
partmental budget plans and sit 
the Landfill charges and Ambu- 
lance fees to neighboring commun- 
ities, : 

In other matters, the Board dis- 
cussed correspondence from the 
State Bureau of Emergency Pre- 
paredness setting up a joint meet- 
ing for the evening of Dec. 5, iand 
correspondence from the County 
Sheriff supplying cost information 
on the subject of contracting for 
police service in Bethel, The Se-

MALNUTRITION. ABOUNDS 
THROUGHOUT AMERICA ¢ 

Americs is known as the land 
of plenty; yet, surprisingly, there 
is plenty of matl-utrition throuwgh- 
out the land. Studies show that 
malnutrition, which may invelve 
nutrient deficiencies, excessses of 
nutrients or a combination of the 
bwo is as prevalent among the af- 
fluent as among the poor, acd, in 
some cases, even More so, 

or instance, calcium—the most 
abundant mineral in the body—ac- 
counts for about 2’ of the body 
weight, However, with the excep- 
tion of iron, calcium is most like- 
ly 4o be inadequate in the diets of 
many age groups, Why? The rea- 
son for this sort of mat-utrition 
is lack of information. Unfortunat- 
ly, calcium intakes tend to be low 
during adulthood since many peo- 
ple cling to the papular misicon- 
ception that adults outgrow their 
need for this ‘vital mineral. The 
truths is that we do not. 

While ro one disputes tthe immpor- 
tance of calcium for building 
strong, healthy bones and teeth, 
few people are aware that a con- 
sistent and reliable source of diet- 
ary ‘calcium is also needed for 
bone nutrition, Throughout adult- 
hood our bones are hard iat work 
repairing and reforming them- 
selves, replacinig as mutch as 20% 
of their calcium content . each 
year; and to do so, bones need 
ealcium ! : 

While am adequate intake of 
calcium. rich foods may offer prio- 
tection against bone disorders in 
later years, calcium is also need- 
ed for mainritaining gocd health in 
general, Throughout one’s. Life the 
body needs calcium for blood, 
muscles and nerves. 

And how do you avoid calcium 
deficiency? _ Most people rely on 
milk as a basic source of calcium. 
In fact, two 8-ounce. servings of 
milk provide abou: three-fourths 
of the adult recommended allon- 
ance—althorgh many nutritionists 
think that three 8-0z, glasses are 
better insurance against a calcium 
deficiency, But, unfortunately, 
milk consumpiion in the United 
States among those of us 25 years 
and older tends to be insufficient
